The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 12-14, 17-22, 
31-50 are allowed as amended over the arguments by the applicants and the prior art of record 
that nether teaches nor fairly suggestive of the limitations of the instant claims by the applicants. 
The new claims 31-50 having the limitations drawn from claims 21 and 22 have been fully 
examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104 with a new revised search. The exammer has 
considered the IDS submitted on 09/02/2004. 

The closest prior art by Jin et al (US 5,618,189) teaches (Col-3, Lines 6-52; Col-5, Lines 
6-48) interconnecting two components by high aspect ratio particles by magnetic aligning of 
magnetic particles such as alloys and sofl-ferrites dispersed in a matrix, wherein the substrate 
was first coated with a removable coating of wax/honey/grease, followed by coating with the 
coating material, and the subsequent removal of the first coating material. Prior art of record 
including that by Jin et al nether teach or suggestive of a method including pre-coating the 
substrate with the coanng material, applymg magnetic field from a metallic surface to bend and 
align the magnetic particles or the specific particle size of the magnetic particles meeting the 
limitations of the instant claims by the applicants.
